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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 5,9-14,17,19,65,66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. As per independent claims 5,17,22, 
although the claims refer to a memory device, the claim scope pertains to the moving of stored 
signals from one location to another, which, is not, a process (the signals are not transformed), 
machine (there is no processor claimed that performs the movement of stored signals into and 
out of memory), manufacture (there is no output product), composition of matter (there is no 
composition). Furthermore, the claim scope of the above claims do not require a physical 
transformation nor do the claim produce a useful, concrete, tangible result (the claims are toward 
the transferring of signals from one memory to another, however, there is no concrete tangible 
resuh that is produced (e.g., the production of an output audio signal). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5,9-14,17,19,65,66 are allowable over the prior art of record, and would be 
allowed when amended to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection as noted above. 
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4. Claims 22,24,26-28,32-34,61-64,67-70 are allowed over the prior art of record. 



Response to Arguments 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 7/8/08 have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
grounds of rejection.
